J., when he received the or- 


der and that he telegraphed his chief engineer here to disable the engines* 
The work of destruction was done on January 31 and February 1, h£ said. 


When asked by counsel for the petitioners, to give the name of the per- 


son from whom the order was received, Captain Polack said: 
"Your honor, I am an officer of the German navy and if I should havei 


to disclose the name of this gentleman in this hearing, I might be tried for 
treason when I went home to Germany. I wish you would not oblige me 
to answer that question." 
The question was not pressed and Judge Morton decided that it woul^ 


not be iiecessarj for the captain to answer it at this time. 


Captain Polack said he met the embassy official in January at the North 


German Llojd offices In Hoboken. 
The orders to disable the ship were 
oiven at that time in the presence of Captain Moller, superintendent of, the 
companj's lines in lids country, he testified.

MUST GIVE WAR WARNIN6 


To B«gin Hoatilitto Without Explicit 


Declaration or an Ultimatum la Con- 
trary to International 
LAW — Strlot 


Rul«t Laid Down to Govern Laying 
of Min«a. 


In the event of hostilities the United 


States will observe The Hague conven- 
tions, to which this country is signa- 
tory. Convention C, relating to the 
status of enemy merchant ships at the 
outbreak of hostilities, says: 


"When a merchant ship belonging to 


one of the belligerent powers is at the 
commencement of hostilities in an ene- 
my port it Is desirable that it should be 
allowed to depart freely, either imme- 
diately or after a reasonable number 
of days at grace, and to proceed, after 
being furnished with a pass, direct to 
its port of destination or any other 
port Indicated. 


"A merchant ship unable, owing to 


circumstances of force majeure, to 
leave the enemy port within the period 
contemplated in the above article, or 
which was not allowed to leave, cannot 
be confiscated." 


U. 8. Will Ob««rvo Convention. 


While the United States did not rati- 


fy that convention, it will observe it. 
Under this convention the German and 
Austrian ships in American ports can- 
not be confiscated. 


Under convention 11, ratified by the 


United States, the officers and crews 
uf German merchantmen held in Amer- 
ican waters might not be made pris- 
oners of war. 
Article 6 of that con- 


vention says, "The captain, officers 
and members of the crew, when na- 
tionals of the enemy -state, are not 
made prisoners of war, on condition 
that they make a formal promise in 
writing not to undertake while hostili- 
ties last any service connected with 
the operations of the war." 


The same convention says: "The 


postal correspondence of neutrals or 
belligerents, whatever its official or 
private character may be, found on the 
nigh seas on board a neutral or enemy 
ship is inviolable. If the ship is de- 
tained the correspondence Is forward- 
ed by the captor with the least possi- 
ble delay. 


"The provisions of the preceding par- 


agraph do not apply, in case of viola- 
tion of blockade, to correspondence 
destined for or proceeding from a 
blockaded port" The inviolability of 
postal correspondence does not exempt 
a neutral mall ship from the laws and 
customs of maritime war as to neu- 
tral merchant ships Jn general. The 
ship, however, may not be searched ex- 
cept when absolutely necessary, and 
then only with as much consideration 
and expedition as possible." 


Relative to the opening of hostilities 


convention 3 says: 


"The contracting powers recognize 


that hostilities between themselves 
must not commence without previous 
and explicit warning, hi the form ei- 
ther of a reasoned declaration of war 
or of an ultimatum with conditional 
declaration of war. 


"The existence of a state of war 


must be notified to the neutral powers 
without delay and shall not take effect 
hi regard to them until after the re- 
ceipt of a notification, which may, how- 
ever, be given by telegraph." 


The defense of the coasts by laying 


of mmes Is regulated by convention 8 
as follows: 


Laying of Mint*. 


It is forbidden: 
First— To lay unanchored automatic 


contact mines, except when they are 
so constructed as to become harmless 
one hour at most after the person who 
laid them ceases to control them. 


Second.— To lay anchored automatic 


contact mines which do not become 
harmless as soon as they have broken 
loose from their moorings. 


Third.— To use torpedoes which do 


not become harmless -when they bare 
missed their mark. 


It is forbidden to lav automatic con- 


tact mines off the coast* and ports of 
the enemy with the sole object of In- 
tercepting commercial shipping. When 
anchored automatic contact mines are 
employed every possible precaution 
must be taken for the security of 
peaceful shipping. 


It is probable that some vessels fly- 


ing the merchant flag would be incor- 
porated In the naval forces of the 
United States. On the point of conver- 
sion convention seven provides: 


"A merchant sliip converted into a 


warship cannot have the rights and 
duties accruing to such vessels unless 
it Is placed under the direct authority, 
immcdiAte control and responsibility 
of tlie power wliose flag it flies. Mer- 
chant ships converted into 
most Iwar tbc external marks which 
Ofetingnisli the warships of their na 
lionality-'" 


The United States did not ratify this 


convention, but it 3s understood that

Exhorbitant Interest Bates. 


The report of the Comptroller of 


the Currency contains one feature 
that -will surprise many people, par- 
ticularly in the Eastern sections of 
the country. The comptroller speaks 
of the large reduction escured in the 
number of banks charging high in- 
terest rates. 
In spite of this 
de- 


crease the comptroller still finds 193 
banks in Oklahoma charging more 
than 10 per cent on.an average, and 
large numbers also in other states 
that charge high rates. 


It is no wonder that food costs 


high, when the charge against farm 
projects is so heavy. It is a very 
serious question whether it will pay 
any bank to try to run business on 
this basis.

uiesozolc time the njost powerful ani- 
mals were huge land reptiles known 
as dinosaurs, whose bones liuve been 
found in abundance In the Rocky 
mountain region. At or near the end 
of ineiozoic time these great monsters 
suddenly disappeared from the western 
country as well as from the remainder 
of the world. They left no descend- 
ants, but )n the following age of mam- 
mals, or ceuozolc era, their places us 
rulers of the earth -were tuken by thje 
mammals. The cause of the disap- 
pearance of these great reptiles lias 
been a matter of rather fruitless spec- 
ulation. Any explanation which will 
bo acceptable must also account for 
the disappearance of a great many 
forms of animal life and the great 
modification of most of the others, both 
on land and in the sea.

Friction Skins. 


Several theories have been advanced

ridges. They supply the slight moisture 
that is necessary to proper grasping. 
The Journal of Heredity, in a long 
study of hand and foot prints, remarks 
that a man instinctively moistens the 
palms of his hands when he wishes to 
grasp securely.

Tracer Shells. 


It is one thing to stop a hostile bat- 


tery in an artillery duel and another 
problem altogether to hit it. The lo- 
cality may be well known, but the 
range difficult to determine. To sim- 
plify matters in this respect "tracer" 
shells are used. Into the base of the 
shell a metal case is screwed contain- 
ing a material which is self igniting 
as the projectile rushes through space. 
For night operations the material used 
in the "tracer" bursts into a brilliant 
flame, but by day the "tracer" leaves a 
trail of dense black smoke. By this 
means the gunners are able to watch 
and. tune the shell right up to the mo- 
ment the explosion takes place, and 
by knowing the locality in which the 
shell bursts the adjustment to the 
range of the target is comparatively a 
simple matter.—London Mail.

How to Keep Your Garden Labels 


From Rotting and Fading. 


Gardeners frequently have trouble 


with plant labels rotting. The labels 
when used in the garden are subject to 
wet and heat during the season, caus- 
ing the portion that is in the'ground to 
rot; the label falls over and Is lost, and 
the gardener loses the name of the 
plants. A good way to preserve wood- 
en garden labels is to soak them in a 
solution of sulphate of iron. Dry the 
labels and then soak them in a strong 
solution of Umewater. This results in 
the formation of insoluble sulphate of 
lime in the wood and preserves the la- 
bels from rotting.

"The shrinking dollar and the dwind- 
ling loaf," until the average family 
finds it difficult to keep out of debt.

Land of Borrowed Delights. 


A large part of the beauty of the 


verdure and forest of Italy that at- 
tracts the visitor's attention "was un- 
knoivn in the olden times and is not 
properly Italian at all, but imported.

Redwood and Fir*. 


Probably no other wood burns 


more resistance than California red- 
wood. It seems to have heen made 
fire resistant by nature. 
In logging 


camps this Is peculiarly noticeable, for 
no other wood could be so treated. Be- 
cause of the enormous size of redwood 
trees the logs are rery heavy— a six- 
teen foot butt log weighs from, thirty 
to fifty tons— and It is very difficult to 
handle them when the ground is lit- 
tered with, bark, undergrowth and lops. 
To get rid of this waste, or "slash," as 
the lumberman calls it, he simply sets 
3t on fire. The slash burns off, but 
tlio logs do not burn. 
Tbey conie 


through this test by fire, which lasts 
from eight to ten hours, with merely 
a slight char on the sap-.vood on their 
exterior.

GOVERNMENT FILES 
BRIEF IN HARVESTER 


DISSOLUTION SUIT 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM] 


"Washington, Feb. 17.—The gov- 


ernment today filed its brief in the 
supreme court in 
the 
dissolution 
suit against the International Har- 
vester Company, its officers and di- 
rectors, appealed from the 
federal 


court in Minnesota which ordered 
the dissolution of the company. 


There is no such thing as a "good 
or benevolent trust within the mean- 
ing of the Sherman law, the govern- 
ment contends, and all combinations 
which break down the competitive 
system are in restraint of trade. 


The company's plea 
that three 


formidable competitors with a com- 
bined capital of $91,000,000 were 
engaged in the same business and 
afforded brisk competition and tes- 
timony relating to 
the contention 


are reviewed in detail. 
The com- 


petition thus afforded, 
the 
brief 
states, was "negligible" 
and the 


competition of ail other companies 
combined left the defendants in pos- 
session of approximately eighty per 
cent of the trade, sufficient it is 
contended, to constitute them a mo- 
nopoly within the meaning of the 
law. 


The customary request that the 


manner in which the dissolution may 
be best effected be left to the lower 
court to devise, is made.
